Between Seven aud Eight in the Morning the whole 
Company deſigned for the Duty of the Day, meet 
&t Grocers Hall. 


I. HE Maſter, Wardens, and Affiſtants, in Gowns 

[ Faced with Foins, and their Hoods. 
2. The Livery in their Gowns Faced with Budg, 
and their Hoods. 

3. Forty Foins Batchelors in Gowns and Scarlet Hoods. 

4. Forty Budge-Batchelors in Gowns and Scarlet Hoods. 

5. Forty Gentlemen Uſhers in Velvet Coats, each of them 
a Chain of Gold about his Shoulders, and a White Staff 
in his Hand. | 

6. Several Drums and Fifes with Scarfs, and the Colours 
of the Company in their Hats, Crimſon and White. 

7. The Serjeant Trumpet, and Twenty Four Trumpets 
more, whereof Sixteen are His Majeſties, the Serjeant-Trum- 
pet wearing Two Scarfs, a Crimſon and a White. 

8. The Drum-Major to the King, wearing a Shoulder- 
Scarf of the Companies Colours, with others of His Maje- 
ſties Drums and Fifes. 

9. The Two City Marſhals each of them Mounted on 
Horſe-back, with Rich Furniture, Hooſings, and Crupper, 
all Embroider'd : Six Servitors likewiſe Mounted to Attend 
with Scarfs, and Colours of the Companies.

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10, "The Foot-Marſhal with a Scarf, and Six Attendants 


1n Colours, 
11, The Maſter of Defence, with the ſame Scarfe and Co- 
lours, Eight Perſons of the ſame Science to attend him. 
12. Twenty Penſioners with Coats and Caps emiployed in 


carrying the Standards and Banners., 


- This Ordered, and accomodated, they are committed to 
the management of the Foot-Marſhal, who diſtributes them 
in Seven Diviſions, and ranked all Two by Two, begining 
with the inferior part of the Standard-Bzarers. In the Head 
of them are placed Two Drums, One Fife, and One Gentle- 
man bearing the Companies Arms. 

In the Rear of them, Two Gentlemen bearing Banners, 
containing the Arms of the Deceaſed Benefactors. 

In the Center of them, fall Two Drums. 

In the Rear of them Three Drums, One Fife, and Two 
Gentlemen in Pluſh-Coats, bearing Two Banners, One of His 
Majeſties, the Other of the Companies. After them Six 
Gentlemen- Uſhers, followed by the Budg-Batchelors. 

The next, Two Gentlemen bearing Two Other Banners. 
After them Six Gentlemen Uthers, ſucceeded by the Foins 
Batchelors. 

In the Rear fall in Two Drums, and a Fife. Then Two 
Gentlemen One bearing my Lord MA Y OR's, the Other 
the City Banners. Then Twelve Gentlemen-Uſhers, and 
after them the Covrt of Affiſtance, which makes the laſt 
Diviſfion- 

The Right Honourable the LORD MAYOR, with 
the Principal Aldermen and Sheriffs, Mounts his Horſe, with 
the Aldermen Two by Two, the Sheriffs in the Rear. 

In this Equipage of Two and Two the whole Body move 
toward Sknners-Hall, where the Lord Mayor Ele&, attended 
from his own Houſe, joyns with the Old Lord Mayor and 
his Retinue ; whence all of them, in this Order, March

through King-ftreet down to Three-Grane-Wharfe, there en- 
tring into their ſeveral Barges, which are gloriouſly adorr- 
ed with Flags and Pendants, His Lordſhip, and this Gallant 
Compariy all Landing at Weſtminſter, is conducted to the 
Exchequer-Bar; there having performed ſeveral Ceremo- 
nial and Cuſtomary Duties, and taken the Oaths to His 
Majeſtie, he returns again by Water to Black-Fryers-Stairs, 
with Drums Beating, Trumpets Sounding, Muſick Playing, 
Ec. 

There his Lordſhip, and the ſeveral Companies Landing 
from their Reſpe&tive Barges, the reſt of the Attendants 
that went not to Weſtminſter, waiting for his Reception, 
the whole Body moves in Order before him to Cheap-fide, 
where his Lordſhip is Saluted with the Firſt Pageant. 


The Firſt Pageant, of FAME. 


N a large Stage are Erected Four Antique 
Pedeſtals, upon which are planted Four 
Urnes of Gold, from which iſſue forth Four Trees 
(prinkled with Golden-Nutmegs. In the Center is 
planted a large Camel of Gold, being the Creſt of 
the Honourable Company ; on which ridesa beauti- 
ful Figure, richly and properly Dreſt, repreſenting 
Fame; Below, on each fide of the Stage, are placed 
Four Figures more, viz. Juſtice, Mercy, Equity, and
